In tbo throng were bund- 
reds of navvies and labourers. Aftov 
several rusos, by which many of tho 
crowd were drawn' off by Bickloy 
and Shortland railway statious, an 
omnibus containing all the prisoners 
and preceded aud surrounded by a 
body of mounted police, was galloped 
oil at full speed to tho Bromley railway 
station. A largo body ou foot en- 
deavoured to keep back the crush, but 
the crowd followed nt a hard run to 
the railway station. Tho prisoners 
were quickly got out into a .small wail- 
ing room, and OTuntually into the rail- 
way carriage, amidst the yells and 
threats of thousands of roughs. 

Replying to a gentleman at Leigh, 
who had expressed regret at his de- 
clining to su|)port iMr. (iladstono's live 
resolutions on tho lilastern Question, 
and stating that tho nature on his 
views tbereon were to many a matter 
of self-interest, Mr. Bright says: — 
"There are times when much might be 
said, when, notwithstanding, it may 
be wise to bo silent. Whether I was 
wise to remain silent during tho ru- 
cent debate I must bo allowed to bo 
the most competent judge. I am sorry 
not to be able to send you a more satis- 
factory reply."

havS-faUonviotims to his bl.iia rago-.o 
an Indian is always blind wbeu '•blood 
is in bis eyes." Of course the Indians 
will be put down. They wiU make some 
bold dashes and achieve a few BUCoeBses, 
and then submit to tho soldiers, as the 
Modocs did, or follow tho Sioux across 
the lin» into Cauatlinn territory. 

Not many days ago a settler fromOkana- 
gan district in our own territory of Bri- 
tish Columbia informed us that tho In- 
dians of that soctiou wore anuoyed at the 
Blownaes with which their agmrian claims 
"wete being adjusted. He said that moet- 
«fnm^bad been held by tho Indians at v.in- 
.-,Oi»:polnta, and that delegates altonded 
thosa meetings from tribes south of tlio 
^liii©, Siibsequent intelligence from tlio 
same quarter represented that the pre- 
sence of tho Indian Commission was 
necessary, and the Okauagaus. Spokaues 
and other tribes are now awaiting witli 
'impatience the arrival of tlio Coinmis 
sionflrs, who by this time are well on tue 
way to the dissntiefled section, iho 
matters in dispute cannot be too speedily 
adjusted; not because wo anticipate an 
Indian rising, but because the Indians 
have claims against the Government which 
they cannot ignore, and which should 
have been satisfactorily settled long ago. 
Governments, like individuals, cannot 
afford to do wrong ,• and there ia tho wrong 
of omission as well as of oommission to bo 
" dealt with. 

THE EASTERN WAR. 

The Russians have mot with tougher 
material in Asia Minor than they antici- 
pated, and their march to Erzeroum will 
scarcely be the drcss-purado that some 
predicted. After tho fidl of Ardabim they 
advanced rapidly through the mountain 
rp jges, leaving a force to invest Ears and 
starve its garrison into surrender. In 
imitation of Moltke they oat loose from 
their base of supplies, but neglected to 
defend their communications. Mean- 

, while the Turks landed a force ,"t Sukum 
Ealeh, in Circassia, and de.stroyod the 

■■ Bussian roads and bridges. About tbo 
same time a sea forco sent diver-; into a 
Circassian harbor, who disconnecled tho 
electric torpedoes from tho battories and 
a Turkish lloet sailed in and took tho 
place. These reverses in their reivr were 
important iu themselTes; but they were 
slight compared with the state of exhans- 
tion in which the main body of theRnssians 
found the rich and fertile country through 
-which they bad to pass to reach Er/.oronm. 
Tbo Turks had been thero bofoio tho 
Eussians, and things that a Turk will not 
appropriate are not worth any other man's 
'•wtule to pick up. Under this adverse 
cembination the Itnssian army are falling 
back, and will try and reduce Kors and 
destroy the hostile forces in their rear be- 
fore resuming their march. It is now 
evident th.-\t tho llnr.sians have attempted 
to acconoplish a huge task with too light a 
force. The pacific speeches of H ilisbmy 
and Derby have revived tlio droouinK 
spirits of the peace party in Engiiuul and 
there eiists no immediate prosi)ect of tho 
British Government interfering in the 
. struggle. The attempt to cross the Danube 
will be made in a few days by the Bua-

— Edwaid 
King \s'rites frouj Oniova to tho Boston 
"Journal:" The current rushes by hero 
with such velocity as one sees elso- 
whoro only on theMissouri river in Am- 
erica. Nothiii',' is more amusing than 
to watch tho ellbrts of tho Servians 
who oudoiivor to got over to this side 
in Ihoir littlo ciiiqaG-boats, that do not 
look unliko the Indian's bark canoe, 
aud are paddled in exactly the same 
fashion. Directly opposite Orsova 
nriso tbo frowning mighty mountaius 
of Serviii, which at early morning aro 
wreathed in folds of majestic mist, and 
over which, in tho loug iilay nftoriioons, 
waves of light and Hhadow sweep in 
quick Huccosfrioii and with magical ef- 
fect. A tiny Servian village, with its 
Greek church , around which are group- 
ed a fow luiuiblo ouo-story cottages, 
with whitewashed walls and thatched 
roofs, clings to the base of one of the 
mountains. Away from the hamlet, 
ou cither hand, up into tho yawning 
valleys, under tho shade of the vast 
fore- its, along the edges of tho fright- 
ful ravines, aud by the roads which, 
skirting the Dauube shore, lead away 
to other towns further down — stray 
huudred.s of goats, with kids festively 
Bkii)[)iiig about them; sheep, modita- 
tivoly croiipiug tho plentiful herbage, 
cattle aud horses, all guided hither 
and yon at intervals by aboperds clad 
in loug sbeopskin cloaks, nud carrying 
tho tniditiouiii crook. Tho scene is 
thor oughly jiastoral, ancient; ono can 
iinagiuo tho littlo church to have been 
there u thousiind ycar.s; that tho llocks 
havo walked ioisuioly homeward, as 
they do now, just at sua down, for 
half a dozen centuries; that tho boat- 
men, in their round, red skull caps,
